The ‘legal requirements for those 
wishing to have fires outdoors have 
been set by the chief forester, Mr. 
Lorne..Swannell. The rules are 
simple. Perngits must be acquired 
before fires can- be lighted .and 
common-sense practices must be 
- followed. 

It is already.time to stop throw- 
ing matches and .cigarette stubs 
‘from travelling cars, to make sure 


that campfires are properly 
tained and safely extinguished. 

In a laborious educational pro- 
gram ‘over the years, the forest 
service and allied agencies have 
made a significant impression on 
the public at-large in the develop- 
ment of safety consciousness. But 
it is a campaign that can never 
stop. Those who know the need for 
care. must’ be reminded regularly; 
those who are young must. be 
taught. 

Moderr: fire-fighting techniques 
in this provihce have advanced .to 
a point where fires in the hot, dry 
period last year were largely kept 
in-check before they could cause 
tremendous loss in timber. But the 
suppression efforts were expensive 
—and will continue to be expensive. 
For the sake. of the timber—the 
base for half of British Columbia’s 
income—now is the time to start 
observing safety measures.

‘Too Much 


ONGRESS is back in full action 

after its‘ Easter recess, and is in 
considerable torment over the state of 
the economy and what to do about it. On 
the face of it, the 
world’s most power- 
ful. economy’ is pro- 
g ressing brilliantly. 
Figures published 
last week showed an 
increase of $20 billion 
in the gross national 
product and ‘of $16 
billion in personal 
income during the 
first quarter of 1968. 
But as Arthur Okun, 
chairman of the pres- 
ident’s Council of Economic Advisers, 
put it, at a time like this ‘‘too much good 
news is bad news.” 

The heavy consumer-buying behind 
the figures is officially -taken to 
represent. an inflationary threat tothe 
purchasing power of the dollar. That 
threat, if realized, Will cause another 
onslaught against the dollar by foreign 
holders. 
threat must be headed,off by- higher 
taxes to lower consumer demand. 

This, of course, has been the 
administration line for nearly a year. 
Mr, Okun’s remarks were part of a final, 
all-out drive fo push President Johnson's 
long-stalled ten per cent income tax 
surcharge through the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Okun had barely spoken 
before the .Federal. Reserve Board 
further restricted credit by raising the 
discount rate from five to five-and-a-half 
per cent. The White House then got 
directly into the act with a statement 
that in’ the absence of a tax boost, 
tighter money was “‘our only present 
defence against inflation.” 


Plea for Action ~ 


Finally, one of the great economic 
doom prophets of our time, William 
McChesney -Martin Jr., added his 
considerable voice to the chorus. Mr. 
Martin, chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, scrapped the ‘prepared text of a 


«speech to a convention of newspaper 


editors here, instead launching into an 
emotional tirade and a plea for urgent 
action.” 

He declared without qualification that 
the U.S. was in its.worst financial crisis 
since *1931, and said that ‘‘to avoid 
disaster" there. must be a reduced 
federal budget deficit, a tax increase, 
and sction to correct the adverse 

balance of international payments. 
Otherwise price rises. will continue to 
outpace production. gains (they do so now 
by a factor of.nearly 100 per cent), and 
foreign depositors in the bank that is the 
United ‘States will start a run on the 
“bank. 

(Mr. Martin did not and could not say: 
so, but-there is word going around in the 
background here that in the event of 
another gold crisis such as ~* occurred 

earlier this year, the U.S. might refuse 


to sell gold to foreign central banks, or | 


otherwise pull gold out of the inter- 
national monetary system, which would 
be incalculably affecteg.) 


Menace Observed 


Mr. Martin has been crying alarm for 
years. His latest outburst led the Wall 
Street Journal to call him a premature 
anti-inflationist,; reminiscent of the 
premature anti-fascists who “perceived 
the. menace so far in advance that 
nobody remembered their warnings when 
the danger became generally obvious.” 
Now that the menace is~ generally 
observed, the paper asks what the 
Federal Reserve Board has itself been 
doing all these years. Excessively 
expanding the money supply, that's 
what. 

(The Journal isn’t quite right. The 
“Fed,". as the board is colloquially 
known, has tended to over-reactive 
lurches, excessively slowing the growth 
of the money supply in .response to 
inflationary pressures and then letting. it 


grow ‘again at an excessive rate.) s 


There is enough blame for the present . 


situation for it to. be widely shared. The 
Fed's latest discount rate increase could 
have a ‘devastating, effect on new 
housing, at a time when the need for 


According to Mr. Okun, the - 


decent housing for the poor on a mass 
scale 1s becoming urgent. But what can 
the’ Fed do while Congress. stalls on 
taxes, and both Congress and the 
administration stall on reducing the 
budget deficit; which is heading for $20 
billion this year, and the balance of 
payments program falters? 

At immediate issue in the House of 
Representatives is whether to approve 
the tax surcharge, accompanied by the 
budget. spending cuts without - which 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman 
Wilbur Mills (Democrat-Arkansas) will 
never let it reach the House floor. The 
Serfate, before recess, sent to the House 
a package deal combining the tax 
surcharge with spending cuts totalling $6 
billion. But many — including Mr. Mills 
— feel that this is not a sufficiently 
significant figure in a budget~ of $186 
billion.

Now that the federal government has 
decided to sponsor a ‘satellite communi- 
cations system, it might as well settle 
for the larger size, This. may mean a 
year’s delay. But satellite communica-

Although several private corporations 
will share the cost — and , the 
commercial benefits — with the govern- 
ment, the government itself will. retain 
control.

British Racists Roused 
By a ‘Romantic Tory’ 


LONDON — Not since 
the high-born Duke of 
Wellington led a ragged 
multi-national army in 
the Peninsular Campaign 
has there been. so star- 


tling an outer difference * 


between the leader and 
the led as in Enoch 
Powell’s campaign for a 
whiter Britain. 

If this seems a_ slight 
overstatement, it is perhaps 
because the 56-year-old Powell 
creates an aura of hyperbole 
about everything he does, and 
in 'tthis sense his abrupt 
emergence as a working-class 
hero is consistent with his past. 

On the surface, there is 
nothing in common between 
Powell, a romantic Tory and 
classical scholar, and the 
thousands of London dockers 
and meat-cutters who have 
marched on Parliament 
waving placards like “Back 


' Britain—Not Black. Britain.” 


Powell is almost hyper- 


articulate and claims a read~' 


ing ‘ knowledge of 12 lan- 
guages, whereas many of his 
working-class supporters seem. 
barely ,able to explain just 
whet ‘it is that_angers them 
about Britain's -oné million 
colored citizens. 


Obstacles 


Moreover, the non-smoking 
and abstemious high church 
Corservative tends to regard 
Lator unions as an awkward 
irrelevance, as. intruding’ ob- 
stacles in the. pure laisser 
faire system that he passion- 
ately. wishes Britain would 
adopt. 

But with his speech warning 
of possible future violence — 
“Like the Roman, I seem to 
see the River Tiber foaming 
with much blood,” was the 
way he put. it — J. Enoch 
Powell has plainly incited a 


—debate- which other politicians 


may not. like but cannot 
ignore. 

Ic would be a mistake, 
however, to liken Powell to 
the British Fascists of the 
1930s, as some have, implied 
by comparing him to Sir 
Oswald Moseley. Powell is far 
too fastidious to be a con- 
vincing rabble rouser, and 
ever ‘his detractors acknowl- 
edge an obsession with prin- 
ciples, howe.ver. strange, 
which has given his career a 
distinctive pattern, however

No politician in Britain 
today has resigned more-often 
on matters of principle. Four 
times he has either resigned 
or refused office, the last time 
in 1363, When:he quit as health 
minister. in protest over. the 
accession of Sir Alex Douglas 
Horse as prime minister, 


Less Surprised 


Thus political observers 


were less surprised that ~a~ 


speech by Powell led to his 
dismissal from the Tory 
“shadow cabinet” than by the 
fact that he had managed 


“somehow to remain member 


of leader Edward Heath's 
team since 1966. 

From the beginning, Powell 
seemed marked to “walk his 
own way and to take the 
Conseryative tradition more 
seriously than his Tory breth- 
ren, At the age of six, while 
visiting Caernarvon Castle in 
Wales,. hel suddenly -took off 
his hat, explaining that the 
Prince of Wales had been 
born 

It is %onsonant with this 
concern for tradition that 
Powell has been working for 
years on a history -of the 
House of Lords — a 600-page 
volume of it was published 
this winter, in co-authorship 
with the American: scholar 
Keith Wallis. 

Young Enoch’s parents were 
both-teachers; and his father 
was a Methodist and a Lloyd

NW YORK — One of the 
nation’s—formost 
has called for an*end to the 
use of DDT. He said it could 
destroy a large portion of the 
world’s living things if it goes 
on ‘being used in today’s 
quantities. 


“DDT and peatickies just 
like it are the worst pollution 
problem .we have on earth 
today,” Said Dr. George M. 
Weodwell, chief ecologist at 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion Brook Haven National 
Laboratory;—''These--pestitides 
simoly should not be used any 
longer.” 

Speaking at a symposium on 
pollution “titled “‘Challenge for 
Survival” sponsored .by 
Rockefeller University and the 
New York Botanical Gardens, 
Dr., Woodwell said DDT has 
so infested the world’s air and 
wator that it has begun to kill 
off entire species of fish and 


birds, particularly the_ scav- 
enger birds who nest in 
oceanic islands.

“We now have evidence that 
the Bermuda petrel—has—dis- 
appeared from the small 
islands around Bermuda 
where he has nested for 
centuries,” Dr. Woodwell said. 
“But he’s not the only well- 
known ‘bird we're losing to 
DDT. Nobody can -find, an

Georgé Ball is a hearty, hulking workhorse of a 
man with a lawyer’s love of argument and a clear, 
if somewhat concentric concept of the world. At its 
centre stands a great and controversial Frenchman 
who is definitely not Charles de Gaulle. 

In his career as under secretary of state, as in 
his new book, Ball has cast the French president asa 
villain—‘one of the destructive elements ir in the larger 


chemistry of the West.” 


The hero and central figure is Jean Monnet, 
godfather of the Common Market and high priest of 
European political and economic integration. From ~ 
a united Europe, Ball moves outward to embrace 
Britain as an integral part of a third super-power. 


And from this he moves on 
to reshape the world, by a 
more meaningful Atlantic 
partnership of equals, with 
the new European super-power 
as a cushion between the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States. Somewhere along the 
line there would come on an 


_ East-West rapprochement. and 


anew relationship between 
the northern and-southern half 
of the globe. 

While Ball would not shirk 
the necessity of a northern 
effort to stabilize and~uplift 
the turbulent south, his prin- 
cipat criticism of current 
policy — of foreign aid, 
military intervention, the con- 
tainment of Communism and 
all the rest — is that itis too 


exuberant, too undisciplined, 
too far-reaching, too all- 
enccmpassing. 


He does not shudder at @ 
Communist Congo-Brazzaville 
or Burundi; he would draw 
sharp distinctions between the 
periphery ahd the centre. And 
Vietnam in his view is, or 
ougut to be, peripheral. 

“A sense of priority dictates 
that we regard our vital 
interests — things that touch 
our very life and, existence — 
*as most heavily concentrated 
in the world’s north temperate 
zone,” he declares. 

As Under Secretary of State 
for Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson for over six years, 
Ball was stationed at the very

centre of the power structure, 
privy to just about everything, 
that went on in -the field of 
foreign policy and, as any of 
his colleagues’ will attest, a 
powerful advocate of firm and 
fixed views about Europe, 
Vietnam, foreign aid, nuclear 
disarmament. 

He foresaw brilliantly the 
pitfalls of our involvement in 
Vie‘nam and fought a relent- 
less, “if losing, battle against 
the ever. widening commit- 
ment of American men and 
firepower to the war. 

If he were a less honorable 
man his book-would be more 
titillating. Unlike some other 
chroniclers of contemporary 


history. Ball betrays no 
secrets, bears no visible 
grudges, shows no malice, 


seeks nu revenge. He merely 


sets down, cogently, logically, — 


reasonably and extremely 
readably, the arguments he 
privately urged with mixed 
success upon the government 
whle in office. 


Guiding Rule- 

If Bali’s grand concept goes 
aground on the Vietnam war, 
he vould answer that had it 
been the guiding rule of 
American diplomacy five or 
perhaps ten years ago, there 
would have. been no large 
involvement by the United 
States in the Vietnam fight- 
ing. 

In one of his more revealing 
passages, Ball describes the 
“siawly accelerated process of 
absorption” which dragged us 
into the conflict, step by step, 
with each step thoroughly 
logical, each part of a ‘‘mov- 
ing stairway,” but with no 
really clear” signposts along 
the way which told us that we 
were headed inevitably  to- 
ward-our present position. 

‘Nhat is important today is 
that we face a situation and 
not a theory, and a sticky 
sit.ation at that,” Ball writes. 
Mercifully, he offers no pat 
answers or sure solutions, He 
would stop the bombing of the 
north, try to barricade fron- 
tie-s, ¢oncentrate on the 
southern war, “be: patient, and 
eschew enclaves or soft 
settlement terms. that would 
leave the door open-to easy. 
Comm \ist conquest. In short, 
his’ pri iption very nearly 


Johnson is doing: today, sand 
his prognosis of what ‘this - 
would bring is even now 
showing faint signs of -pre-, 
science. 

But, the virtue of this book 
is rot. its treatment of current 
events, but its message for 
the future. Working his way 
backward, in conclusion, he 
demands as a first principle 
that the United States make a 
“crucial conceptual distinction 
in our foreign policy between 
the problems of the northern 
zone, om the one hand, and the 
peripheral southern areas on 
the other.” 


Over-Rated 


° He dismisses-China for the 
moment as a somewhat over- 
rated menace — and an 
en‘zma — which can best. be 
dealt with by a more forth- 
right acceptance of its exist- 


ence, in the United Nations, 


and in the* world; whatever 
the future Chinese peril, it 
can be handled best. within the 
framework of a more relaxed 
attitude toward the southern 
half of the hemisphere and a 
furdamental restructuring of 
the north; -‘‘we, tome. back 
again and “again ... to the 
need. for a better Western 
powcr structure, since it is 
the basis and beginning of a 
rational world,” writes Ball as 
he recoils, concentrically, to a 
united Europe and Jean Mon- 
net. 

Ball is a compelling and 
engaging advocate. Even 
these who can’t accept his 
grand concept will find in 
“The Discipline of Power’’ all 
the rewards of a lively _ 


stimulating debate.

only way he could stop them 
was to abolish the seats; 
then to justify this in terms of 
apartheid logic he decided to 
legislate against the ‘“‘inter- 
ference’ of one race group in 
the politics of another. 


Thus the opposition ‘parties 
are being restricted to the 
framework of the apartheid 
ideology:-they must get rid of 
their non-white members, and 
a white man will no longer be 
able to talk to a non-white 
group about politics. 


Famed author Alan Paton 
has already announced that 
his ‘small Liberal party, long 
regarded as the conscience of 
South Africa, will disband the 
day the bill becomes law; the 
Progressives will struggle on 
all-white.

The Bantustans will exist 
more in the mind than on the 
map, but théy will serve the 
purpose. of making all Afri- 
cans statutory foreigners in 
“white” South Africa.

tered tribal areas into the 
eight coherent Bantustans 
which . the original scheme 


envisaged. 


* In February the minister 


of “Bantu” administration 
and development, M. C. 
Botha, ‘admitted that the 


Bantustans still consisted of. 


276 fragments — a dozen 
more than were counted. by an 
official commission in .1954, 


And in the budget of March 


27 the vote for land purchases - 


to further consolidation was 
cut: ‘from R8- million to R5 
million ($6.5 million). 

The government has also 
failed to develop the Bantus- 
tans economically at anything 


*- like the required rate. 


The report of the 1954 
commission called for the 
creation of 20,000 new indus- 
trial jobs each year for 25 
years to enable the Bantus- 
tans to carry 9° million people 
(at present 4,133,000- live in 
the scattered black frag- 
ments). But it has since 
become apparent that this 
was an under-estimate. 


Increase 


The census bureau predicts 
that Seth Africa’s— African 
population will have more 
than doubled’ to 28 million by 
the end- of the century. An 
increase of 5 million in_ the 
Bantustans would barely cope 
with their natural increase, 
let. alone make the white 
areas any whiter. 


A Stellenbosch University 
professor calculated recently 
that to cope with the Africans’ 
natural increase and reduce 
the black population of the 
white’ areas by 5 per cent a 
year, 181,000 new jobs. would 
have to be created every year 
in the Bantustans. 


In February, Mr. Botha 
revealed that just 945 indus- 
trial jobs had been created in 
six years in the Bantustan 
areas, plus another 44,600 in 
seven years in adjacent areas. 


This year’s budget alloca- 
tion fof Bantustan develop- 
ment remainss almost un- 
changed at R39.8 million ($60.6 
million). 

On April 1 new’ labor 
regulations came into force, 
as devastating in their way as 
the package deal before Par- 
liament: Not that Parliament 
discussed them; they have 
become law. through procla- 
mation by the president in his 
capacity as “supreme chief" 
of the Africar tribes, 


In the long term, they will 
turn every. African in the 
country into a migrant 
laborer—a_ statistical citizen 
of a Bantustan-who will be 
compelled to register there as 
a ‘“‘workseeker.”’ 


Labor Funnel 


The: tribal authority, osten- 
siblya fledgling government,. 
will serve its primary function 
as a labor bureau. It will 
-receive requisitions of labor 
from employers in white 
South Africa and will then” 
draw on its lists of registered 
workseekers ty funhel its 
“citizens” to where they are 
needed. 


’ Each will work on a con- 
tract basis for not more than 
a year, after which fe must 
return to his. jobless Ban- 
tustan. He may then either 
volunteer for a second term 
with his last employer (if the 
latter wants him) or register 
again as a work-seeker and 
await a new requisition, 


Far from becoming even 
se mi-independent ‘ countries, 
the Bantustans will- become 
labor reservoirs. 


At the moment certain 
Africans have earned the 
legal right to stay perma- 
nently in “white” South 
Africa. They are a uniquely - 
privileged group: those born 
in an urban area, those who 
have lived there for* an 
unbroken period of 15 years, 
those who have served one 
employer continuously for 10 
years, and the dependents of 
such people, 


But the’ government -has 
declared its intention of 
scrapping these _ people's 


rights, too. ‘All must become 
citizens of the non-existent® 
Bantustans, and the appro- 
priate legislation will almost 
certainly be passed next year.

Society 
opened the sanctuary in 1964. 
This year, the federal and 
provincia governments -an- 


nounced. plans for the stiper- 
port, 20 miles south of Van- 
couver. It is a long-range de- 
velopment program that be- 
gins next .year, with the: ship- 
ping-of-thousands of tons of 
coal to Japan from the B.C. 
Kootenay region. 

Conservationists and” wild- 
life ‘officials employed by the 
two. governments are reluc- 
tant to discuss effects of the 
port_on the sanctuary. 

But the Russians have rec- 
ommended shifting the snow 


geese breeding population to 
Siberia. 


Adding ~to- thé  situation’s 
complexity is the Migratory 
Bird Treaty of 1916 between 
Britain (signing for Canada) 
and the United States. 

Under terms of the treaty, 
Canada must preserve breed- 
ing and migration areas to 
maintain an optimum number 
of migratory birds in North 
America.__Roberts Bank _ is 
considered to be a key portion 


of the high-quality “habitat 
which waterfowl biologists are 
unwilling to lose. 


Directors of the sanctuary 
are optimistically proceeding 
with plans for a three-storey 
tower building that will cost 
$100,000 and give visitors a 
bird's-eye view gf the reserva- 
tion. 

Robert Harris, a director of 
the society, which planned the 
building before the port pro- 
ject was announced, says “the 


900-acre sanctuary will be- 
come a public attraction to 
rival Vancouver’s Stanley 
Park zoo and aquarium, 

The society has provided 
ponds .amid thick rushes for 
nesting grounds and built a 
dike and ditch system to pre- ' 
vent racoons from killing 
birds and eating eggs. 

Included in future plans are 
a@ public access road, parking 
lot and. full-time sanctuary 
manager, The tower building 


will have a coffee shop, bird 
observatory and laboratory 
equipment for visiting biolo- 
gists, It will be elevated with 
waterways runfiing beneath it. 

R.. V. Kirkby, president of 
the society, said the area, 
when completed. some . time 
hext year, will be able fo ac- 
commodate 500 people at a 
time, 

“We now have 130 display 
birds in cages’ and many wild 
birds. are béginriing to fly in,” 
said one official_, 


Hugh Monahan, _vice-presi- 
dent of the society, said-in*a 
recent letter to L. R. Talbort, 
vice-chairman of the National 
Harbors Board: 

“Tt is appreciated that at 
certain . times compromises 
between biologists And indus- 
try are necessary, ~ but for 
each compromise another 
Piece. of natural habitat is

Victoria city council Monday -turned a unanimous 
thumbs down on & Victoria Visitors’ Bureau appeal for a 
business tax increase. ‘ 

In a brief to council two weeks ago the bureau had asked 
eouncil to boost the business tax from 6.25 per cent of rental 
value to 7.25 to raise $50,000 for the promotion of conventions. 

Council’s rejection came in two phases, both equally firm. 

The first came during discussion Monday evening of 
anticipated revenues from the business tax totalling $556,000 
as compared with the $473,934 raised in 1967. 

The revenue will be raised at the 6.25 per cent rate. 


Ald. Percy Frampton called for a full study of business 
and trades licenses but agreed that the rate should remain 
the same for this year. 


City manager Dennis: Young was instructed to “head a ° 
technical committee to bring in a full report and 
recommendations to council. 

The second rejection came after 10 p.m. when Mr. Young 
reminded=council it still had to formally dispose of the VVB 
brief before adjourning for the night:

This 


ECM Veto 
Linked 
To Pullout? |

Britain is quitting the space 


race in a decision that may 
bolster hef treasury at . the 
expense of European friendship. 
Questions are likely to be asked 
in Europe whether Britain can 
be considered as a _ serious 
partner in joint’ technological 
projects. ey 

In 1961, Britain ‘took the lead 
in persuading the Common 
Market countries to. join with 
her in developing a European 
rocket-launcher program that 
one day might match the United 
States in ability to carry heavy 
commercial satellites into 
space. 

OF an initial budget of some 
£70,000,000 ($182,000,000), 
Britain agreed to put up more 
than one-third with the aim of 
launching test satellites by 1966. 
But costs mounted and produc- 
tion timetables were stretched. 
M>anwhila -Britain’s efforts’ to 
gain Common Market: member- 
ship failed. 

PROGRESS INVISIBLE 

This failure-has led to British 
reappraisal] of relations with 
Europe. Prime Minister Wilson 
pressed ahead with an offer of 
technological co-operation with 
those Common Market partners 
sympathetic to Britain’s posi- 
tion. But this offer hasn’t made 
much headway. 

With (Britain now, almost 
completely preoccupied with do- 
mestic problems and; with 
George Brown, the man who led 
the Common Market campaign, 
having quit the foreign ministry, 
the British government's rela- 
tions with the Continent appear 
to be somewhat equivocal. 

Into this greyish atmosphere 
the British government now has 
droppet the bombshell . that 
after 1971 it will no longer 
suppurt the joint launcher pro- 
gram though it still will con- 
tribute to joint space research. 

The experts immediately pre- 

dicted that, without - Britain's 
help, the program will have to 
shut down, giving -the U.S. a 
_virtual “Western monopoly in 
space satellites on which future 
commercial broadcasting and 
communications are to be 
mainly based. 

France and West Germany 
are building a heavy satellite 
known as Symphonie which was 


to have been carried by the 
joint launcher. These two coun- 
tries may try to. build a 
launcher of their own. or be 
forced to buy one from the U.S.

Now is the time, if you 
haven't started- already, to 
begin:to tone up your dog’s 
skin to cut down or eliminate 
summer scratch sessions.

Victoria” city council Monday turned’ a unanimous 
thumbs _down ‘on a Victoria. Visitors” Bureau appeal for a 
business tax increase. : 

In a brief to council two weeks ago the bureau had asked 
eouncil to boost the business tax from 6.25 per cent of rental 


“value to.7.25 to raise $50,000 for the promotion of conventions, © 


Council's rejection came in two phases, both equally firm. ~ 

The first came during discussion Monday evening of 
anticipated revenues from. the business tax totalling $556,000 
as compared with the $473,934 raised in 1967. 

The revenue will be raised at the 6.25 per cent rate. 


Ald. Percy Frampton called for a full study of business 
and trades licenses but agreed that the rate should remain 
the same for this year. 


City ‘manager Dennis Young was instructed to head a 
technical committee to bring in. a full report and 
recommendations to council. 

The second rejection came after 10 p.m. when Mr. Young 
reminded council it still .had to formally dispose of the VVB 
brief before adjourning for the night. . 

“We did that when we. held he business. tax at 6.25 per 
cent,”” Mayor Hugh Stephen said. 

“That is true,” answered Mr. Young. “But the brief-was 
referred to this committee and should be disposed of formally 
for the record.” <* 

“Well, I think we have already tarned it down,” the 
mayor replied. “The Chamber of Commerce isn’t happy 
about this and is conducting an investigation and I have 
discovered that we have no power to impose a business tax 
on hotels and motels who are leading this appeal.” 


~Earlier in the evening, when council was discussing a 
grant to the Canadian Urban Transportation Conference 
scheduled for 1969, Ald. Ian Stewart had “called for more 
detail on matters handled now by Victoria which should be 
regional in nature. 5 


“It is becoming increasingly obvious that there are a 
number of matters in this area which are. becoming | 
particularly regional in scope,” he said. -

“There is this. one (the city agreed to grant ‘the 
conference 32,000, Saanich has turned down. the request), 
there“are sewers, parks and ‘tourism. 

“On tourism I don’t think anyone will argue the fact that 
the Swartz Bay ferry terminal serves the entire Saanich 
Peninsula in fact the entire regional district. 


“Victoria. is actually at: the end of the highway, -a Local Student 


highway which carries traffic to the benefit of all incuding 
the unorganized areas. Yet on so many of these things 
Victoria seems to be the only municipality recognizing this. 

“On -Saanich’s tefusal to contribute to the ‘urban 
transportation conference I am really amazed. 

“God forbid the day when I should ever have to worry 
about where I live, but this transportation problem isn’t 
something one municipality can solve and then isay to its 
neighbor, ‘okay we've solved our problem now you solve 
yours.’ 


“If I were a taxpayer living in Saanich and had only one 


family car I would be extremely alarmed at the - 


transportation problem. I wish all aldermen in other areas 
were aware of the importance of this conference." 


Mayor Stephen said there was little to be done by 
Nictoria but once again go it alone. a 

“T think Oak Bay and Esquimalt will contribute to the 
conference,” he said. ‘‘It is the first of its kind in Canada and 
is of vital importance, 

“J think we should contribute the $2,000 and leave it to 
the conference to tell Saanich they’re pikers.”” :
